Bowers  & Ruddy  Galleries,  in  Hollywood,  California,  named  their  auction  division  the  American  Auction  Association;  the 
first  eleven  sales  bear  this  name.  A strong  beginning  with  the  Armand  Champa  Sale  in  1972  led  to  success  after  success. 

The  four  part  Garrett  Sales,  1979  - ’81,  realized  $25.4  million  dollars.  This  was  the  record  for  an  American  coin  auction 
for  16  years,  until  April  8,  1997,  when  the  second  Eliasberg  Sale  was  completed.  This  new  record  will  stand  as  a milestone  for 
decades  to  come.  The  Bowers  catalogues  are  indeed  the  premier  sales  by  which  all  others  are  judged.  Strongly  recommended.

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THE  4 COKNEKS  OF  NUMISMATICS 


For  most  of  us,  numismatics  involves  round  metallic  stampings  that  comprise 
coins,  medals,  and  tokens.  But  there  is  another  form  that  is  all  too  often  overlooked.  It 
is  numismatic  literature,  and  literature  by  it's  form  has  4 corners. 


What  would  the  hobby  of  today  be  without  the  Redbook,  the  many  auction 
catalogues,  various  specialized  reference  books.  Coin  World  and  Numismatic  News, 
and,  yes,  even  the  "Gray sheet".  These  publications  all  contribute  a great  deal  to  the 
understanding  and  enjoyment  to  the  multi-faceted  hobby  of  numismatics.  Guess  what  - 
— they  are  all  just  as  collectible  as  the  coins,  medals,  and  tokens.  If  the  truth  were  to  be 
known,  numismatic  literature  is,  in  most  cases,  much  rarer  than  the  coins  of  any  given 
I year. 

For  the  most  part,  the  literature  of  United  States  numismatics  started  in  the 
1850's.  This  was  brought  about  due  to  the  desire  for  information  from  the  growing 

Inumber  of  collectors.  William  E.  Dubois  and  Jacob  Eckfeldt,  both  U.S.  Mint  Assayers, 
wrote  the  first  U.S.  numismatic  work  "Pledges  of  History"  in  1842.  It  quickly  sold  out  -- 
- even  back  then.  What  is  truly  remarkable  is  that  they  released  another,  updated 
version  in  1850.  This  was  during  one  of  the  busiest  times  in  Mint  history  for  the  Assay 
department  as  they  were  receiving  huge  shipments  of  gold  from  California. 

I Much  of  what  we  know  today  came  from  contemporary  writings  of  coin 

collectors  and  dealers  during  the  19th  century.  Researchers  rely  heavily  on  the 
documentation  of  what  is  contained  in  such  things  as  Mint  reports,  auction  catalogues, 
and  early  price  lists.  Many  of  today's  beliefs  about  certain  issues  are  nothing  more  than 
myths  and  stories  lacking  official  documentation,  with  no  basis  in  fact.  For  the  most 
part,  they  have  been  made  up  for  commercial  gain.  Each  time  the  story  is  repeated,  it 
tends  to  be  believed  as  fact. 


Only  by  the  continuous  re-examination  of  the  "4  corners  of  numismatics"  can  the 
circular  part  of  numismatics  be  adequately  understood.  Coins  and  catalogues  go 
together.  It's  been  that  way  since  the  beginning.  With  coin  auctions  evolving 
electronically  on  the  Internet,  there  will  soon  be  no  more  catalogues  printed.  This 
should  click  on  a few  light  bulbs!  We  were  glad  to  see  Dave  Bowers  put  books  and 
coins  on  the  same  page  of  the  latest  issue  (#126)  of  Rare  Coin  Review. 


As  collectors,  we  understand  such  things  as  rarity,  market  supply,  and  potential 
increases.  Not  only  are  the  prices  very  low  in  comparison  to  coins,  but  the  information 
contained  within  the  pages  can  save  you  large  sums  of  money  on  future  purchases. 
Knowledge  is  the  secret  of  success.  The  smart  numismatists  are  the  ones  who  not  only 
collect  pieces  of  metal,  but  pieces  of  literature,  as  well.  Get  involved  with  numismatic 
literature  as  soon  as  possible.  You'll  be  glad  you  did.

It  was  September  of  1962  when  I first  saw  an  1817  Large  Cent.  My  best  friend  brought  it  to  school  for 
“Show  and  Tell”.  I immediately  wondered  who  had  owned  and  spent  a coin  that  old.  Why,  it  was  as  big  as  a 
Franklin  Half,  which  was  a lot  of  money  to  an  eight  year-old  youngster.  I ended  up  trading  several  dollars  worth  of 
marbles  and  other  treasures  for  it  later  on.  My  friend’s  grandmother,  who  had  supplied  him  with  the  Large  Cent, 
also  had  many  old  Indian  Head  and  Lincoln  cents  that  I acquired  by  raking  her  leaves  that  fall.  They  went  into  the 
new  35-cent  Whitman  folder  I had  purchased  at  the  local  coin  shop. 

I went  through  countless  rolls  of  coins  obtained  at  the  bank  and  found  most  everything  from  the  1920’s  to 
date.  The  only  holes  left  in  the  folders  were  the  “P”  mints;  but  one  look  at  the  mintage  figures  made  it  clear  that 
wasn’t  going  to  be  a big  problem.  No,  I didn't  find  a 1909-S  VDB;  but  later,  when  I was  a dealer,  I did  buy  five  of 
the  finest  from  an  original  roll.  The  Northwest  was  rich  in  mintmarked  coins  and  many  were  in  high  grade.  This 
was  proven  when  the  silver  coins  began  to  get  turned  in  for  more  than  face  value  in  the  late  1960’s. 

The  next  year  I always  had  the  “shiniest”  pennies  for  milk  at  lunchtime.  That  ink  eraser  sure  made  them 
look  like  “proofs”.  By  the  time  I was  10, 1 had  memorized  most  of  the  Redbook.  I spent  all  my  money  at  the  coin 
shop  each  weekend.  I would  spend  an  hour  or  so  looking  at  all  the  coins  in  the  rotator  case.  Then  I would  go 
through  10  or  20  uncirculated  Lincolns  from  an  original  roll,  choosing  the  finest  example.  That  was  how  I was 
later  to  understand  how  the  striking  characteristics,  bag-marks,  proof-like  polish,  and  other  elements  were  all 
factors  in  the  price  of  a coin. 

As  my  collection  grew,  I started  displaying  my  set  of  20th  century  quarters  in  area  competition  and  did  quite 
well.  I found  some  of  the  trophies  I had  acquired  in  the  1960’s  when  we  were  unpacking  recently. 

Many  dealers  helped  in  my  early  education.  I still  remember  Don  Harris  of  Great  Falls,  Montana,  throwing 
a shiny  Morgan  dollar  to  me  across  the  display  case  and  saying,  “Hey,  Karl,  you  probably  need  this  one.”  He  was 
right.  It  was  a GEM  BU  1893-S  priced  at  $6,500.  I also  studied  and  asked  questions  about  the  1879  and  1880 
Coiled  Hair  Stella’s  he  had  in  the  case  at  $8,000  each. 

The  monthly  coin  club  meetings  were  also  interesting.  There  were  a few  door  prizes  and  the  older 
members  usually  brought  three  ring  binders  of  old  coins  for  “trading”.  I still  remember  buying  a lustrous  1926-S 
Lincoln  cent  for  $2  from  one  of  the  old  timers.  He  had  the  holder  priced  at  $5,  but  since  I was  a polite  youngster 
interested  in  numismatics,  he  gave  me  a break. 

Numismatically,  1968  and  1969  were  interesting  years.  The  return  of  the  “S”  mintmark  on  the  Proof  sets 
had  an  enormous  impact.  I bought  20  sets  at  $5  each  and  by  the  time  they  arrived,  they  were  worth  $20  each. 
Naturally,  I sold  all  of  them  as  fast  as  possible.  That’s  when  I first  became  a coin  dealer  setting  up  at  various 
shows.  The  same  thing  happened  again  in  1969.  That  was  the  year  they  gave  Lincoln  back  his  beard  (the  dies  were 
re-engraved).  My  girlfriend  (now  my  wife,  Jenny)  and  I were  making  regular  treks  to  the  coin  shops  after  school. 
Somehow  she  didn’t  mind  most  of  my  money  going  for  coins. 

One  thing  that  should  be  remembered  is  that  the  1968-S  proof  sets,  with  or  without  “S”,  were  the  first 
commercial  “slabs”.  The  Mint  obviously  got  the  idea  from  Capital  Plastics.  Today’s  slabs  are  basically  an 
expensive  commercial  fad  that  coin  people  play  with  Dr.  Sheldon’s  ill-fated  idea. 

When  I left  Spokane  and  went  on  the  road  as  a musician  (guitarist)  for  several  years,  I was  able  to  visit 
many  coin  shops.  I was  also  a vest-pocket  dealer,  which  helped  to  support  my  coin  habit. 


Later  in  the  early  1970’s,  I went  to  work  for  Harlan  White  in  San  Diego.  When  he  sold  out  to  Lyle  Clark,  I 
went  to  Los  Angeles  with  the  coins.  It  was  a real  experience  working  for  one  of  the  first  big  volume,  mail  order 
coin  companies.  We  averaged  nearly  200  orders  a day,  and  Jenny  typed  invoices,  letters,  etc.  for  the  company.  It 
was  six  days  a week,  10  to  14  hours  per  day. 

L.A.  in  the  1 970’s  was  an  exciting  place.  Jonathan’s  (a  coin  shop),  had  just  purchased  an  1804  dollar,  rare 
date  gold  was  really  “hot”,  Bowers  and  Ruddy  overlooked  Grauman’s  Chinese  Theatre,  Superior  was  growing  in 
Beverly  Hills,  Steve  Markoff  paid  $7.3  million  for  the  Redfield  Hoard  of  dollars,  and  David  Hall  was  “just  a pup” 
working  for  Joel  Rettew.  When  the  1975  ANA  Convention  was  held  at  the  Ambassador  Hotel,  I was  able  to  see 
many  rarities  for  the  first  time.  I’m  talking  coins,  not  the  dealers.  The  1876-CC  Twenty  Cent  piece  was  purchased 
by  Abner  Kreisberg  and  Jerry  Cohen  for  an  amazing  $45,000.  The  Ostheimer  Collection,  which  appeared  in  the 
1975  ANA  sale,  was  one  of  the  finest  collections  ever  formed. 

Then  there  were  the  three  or  four  yearly  Long  Beach  shows  in  the  old  round,  pink  and  white  convention 
center.  When  George  Kolbe  set  up,  they  put  him  outside  in  the  hallway  across  from  the  registration  table  because 
all  he  had  was  old  books  and  catalogues.  Ah  yes,  those  were  the  days.  Then  the  amazing  four-year  bull-run  on 
coins  began  in  earnest.  Prices  rose  weekly  in  the  Graysheet.  Dealers  oftentimes  didn’t  want  to  sell  because  it 
would  be  worth  more  next  month.  It  was  quite  a ride  and  then  the  Garrett  sales  came  along. 

I had  since  gone  back  to  Spokane  to  work  for  Steve  Estes.  When  he  went  to  Portland,  Oregon,  I went  to 
Lewiston,  Idaho,  where  I opened  a small  shop  hoping  to  buy  old  hoards  of  “S”  mint  coins.  Trouble  was  the  old 
banker  across  the  street  bought  more  than  I did.  After  two  years,  I closed  the  store  in  Lewiston  and  traveled  to  coin 
shows.  The  last  ANA  show  I set  up  at  was  in  1978  in  Houston  in  the  Astrohall. 

When  the  market  crashed  in  April  of  1980,  I had  been  fortunate  enough  to  consign  many  items  at  auction 
and  realized  very  handsome  profits.  It  was  then  that  I semi-retired  from  coins  for  a decade.  It  was  during  the 
1980's  when  I got  involved  with  buying  and  selling  old  cars  --  especially  1 955— ’ 57  Chevys.  I found  there  are 
more  people  willing  to  spend  money  on  cars  than  coins.  It  was  a real  blast.  Presently,  I am  in  the  process  of  doing 
a body-off-the-frame,  original,  matching  numbers  restoration  on  a 1957  Bel  Air  2-door  hardtop  that  I’ve  owned 
since  1982. 

Since  I had  been  both  a collector  and  dealer,  I wanted  to  do  something  more  scholarly  with  numismatics 
when  I re-entered  the  field  in  the  early  1 990’ s.  Things  had  changed  a great  deal,  most  of  it  negative,  centering 
around  greedy  commercialism  (slabs).  Fortunately,  there  is  much  more  to  numismatics  than  greed,  so  I sent  for  a 
literature  mail  bid  sale  from  Money  Tree  and  was  “hooked”  on  numismatic  literature  instead  of  corns.  I had  kept 
my  old  library  and  was  amazed  to  find  so  much  existed  in  books  and  catalogues  about  coins.  It’s  a most  interesting 
way  to  enjoy  numismatics  without  going  broke.  As  a collectible,  numismatic  literature  is  just  as  fascinating  as 
what’s  offered  inside  any  catalogue. 

In  April  of  1995, 1 was  asked  to  help  catalogue  part  of  the  Connecticut  Museum  of  History  consignment  for 
Heritage.  It  was  an  interesting  month  in  Dallas  putting  in  many  long  hours.  While  I was  there,  I renewed  my 
acquaintance  with  Greg  Rohan  and  Leo  Frese.  Both  of  these  hard-working  friends  were  coin  dealers  in  the  Great 
Northwest  during  the  late  1970’s. 

At  the  1995  ANA  in  Anaheim,  Great  American  Sales  put  out  it’s  first  price  list  of  ten  pages.  This  list  has 
over  70  pages.  We  thank  all  of  you  who  have  helped  our  business  grow  to  what  you  see  in  this  list.  It’s  great  fun 
talking  and  hearing  about  different  areas  that  others  are  studying.  We  hope  to  be  around  for  many  years  to  come. 

Presently,  I’m  researching  Early  Bust  Quarters.  It’s  quite  a challenge  to  accurately  trace  appearances  and 
pedigrees.  It  seems  like  the  more  you  discover,  the  more  you  need  to  find  out.  Plans  call  for  a book  on  these 
sometime  after  the  year  2000.  I’ve  been  asked  to  give  a Numismatic  Theatre  presentation  at  the  1999  ANA  in 
Chicago.  I he  subject  will  be  “1827/3  Quarters  and  Joseph  Mickley”.  Yes,  I still  collect  coins,  but  my  primary 
focus  is  on  early  U.S.  numismatic  literature. 
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Finally:  Here’s  a unique  group  of  Redbooks  for  your  consideration.  Nine  different  years 
from  #13  through  #21,  all  signed  by  R.S.  Yeoman.  Unfortunately,  some  stupid 
schmuck  put  varathane  on  the  covers  to  preserve  them.  They  are  now  stuck 
together  In  a most  Interesting  fashion,  but  the  contents  are  undamaged.  The 
first  buyer  owns  It  for 25. 
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
